There are a lot of operations that go into 
making the Bilt-Well Door, and this is one 
of the reasons why they have proved to be 
the outstanding door over a long period of 
years. We would like to acquaint you with 
the many operations required in making 
something that appears to be as simple as 
a door. Yet the extreme care and scientific 
handling given the Bilt-Well Door can not 
in any way be shown in photographs or 
adequately described by words. The photo- 
graphs on these pages show briefly how 
Bilt-Well Doors are made without confusing 
you with a lot of technical terms. 
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The rails are then run through the "three-in-one" ma- 
chine which bores, inserts the glue, and drives the 
dowels — all in successive operations.

In the meantime other craftsmen are preparing the 
rails— the ends are coped to fit over the sticking on 
the stiles, after which they are bored for the dowels. 
The lumber passes through the machine automati- 
cally as each piece is carried by a conveyor. 




The component parts are now ready to be assembled, 
and here you see the power automatic clamp being 
used. The clamp is being closed and the dowels are 
being forced into the stiles. 
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Now the door is sanded. Here it is coming out, all pol- 
ished and smooth. Let's see what was done: Four grades 
of sandpaper were used — No. 2-36E, No. T/2-40E, No. 
V2-60E, No. 2/0— 100E. This machine has all four kinds 
of paper and when the door is finished, believe me, it's 
smooth! Each door is individually inspected after sanding.

With these new attractive designs the 
opportunity is provided for greatly in- 
creasing sales volume. 

They are scaled down proportionately 
from our other line of Bilt-Well En- 
trances to ideally fit the smaller house, 
for which there is a vast market open 
for those who push sales of these new 
Entrances. These four new entrances have 
one standard base, and the four entrance 
heads are interchangeable. From these, 
innumerable variations are possible by 
interchanging heads, doors, and revers- 
ing pilasters. All this can be done from 
a stock of one kind of standardized base 
and the four entrance head designs. 

Bilt-Well Entrances are manufactured 
of carefully selected Ponderosa Pine and 
are chemically treated with Permatol "A" 
to resist decay caused by fungus growth. 
They consist of heads put together, re- 
versible pilasters, caps, bases and cas- 
ings, K. D., semi-assembled. The En- 
trance does not include jambs and sill 
unless ordered. The sill, when furnished, 
is Oak to insure long-wearing qualities. 

These Entrances are standardized for 
a 3'-0" x 7'-0" door and are adjustable 
down to a 2'-8" x 6 / -8' / door by adding 
a two-inch strip on the casing. 
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ASSEMBLING THE BILT-WELL 
ENTRANCE IS EASY 



1 . This entrance is machined for a 3'-0" x 7'-0" door. Check 
fhe opening in the frame with the door size before setting 
up jamb, etc. Check sill-lug which should be 1%" from 
face of jamb after assembly. After the door jambs and sill 
are installed, place the head casing on the head jamb 
allowing a l / 2 " reveal. Center the head casing to leave the 
same extension beyond the side jambs at each end. See 
illustration No. 1 . 

2. Place the two side casings (7'-83/ 16 " x 3 1 Vi 6 " x iVW') 
over the side jambs allowing a l/ 2 " reveal at the sides. See 
illustration No. 2. Cut a bevel-notch into the side casing so 
that it will fit over the sill. Note: Length of side casings as 
furnished (7'-tf3/ 16 ") are for use with extension jambs. 
When no X jamb, cut to 7'-7 l / 2 ". (Do not cut off 8'-4%" 
end pieces.) 



3. Place the end pieces (8'-4%" x 27/ 16 " x ll/ 16 ") as fol- 
lows. Butt these pieces against the ends of the head casing, 
keeping them plumb with fhe side casings. The bottom 
ends should be 7" below a point level with the top of the 
sill, back at the door opening, and will line with side casings 
if note above has been followed. 

4. Nail the pilaster bases on the casings and end pieces, 
butting them against fhe ends of the sill and even with the 
bottom of fhe end pieces <7" below the fop of the sill). 
Place the pilaster shafts (cut 6'-10 11 /i 6 ") on top of the 
pilaster bases, and nail to the side casing and end piece, 
fluted or plain side of pilaster shaft out as desired.

After the door jambs and sill are installed, place the head casing 
over the head jamb allowing a V% u reveal and center same. 

Place the two side casings, which measure 7 / -8 3/ 16 " x5 7/i6" 
xlW'r over the side jambs allowing a %" reveal at the 
side and butt them against head casing. Cut a "bevel-notch" 
into the casing so that it will fit over the sill. The bottom ends 
should be 7" below a point level with the top of the sill, back 
at the door opening. NOTE: When the platform is to be less than 
7" from a point level with the top of the sill, cut off the length 
of the pilaster, side casing and end piece as much as this 
measurement is less than 7". 

Take the end pieces measuring 8'-10%"x 4 3 /i6 /i xlV8 i/ and 
butt these against the ends of the head casing lining them up 
with the bottom of the side casings. Keep these parallel with 
the side casings. 

Place the pilaster base even with the bottom edge of the side 
casings and 2V% U from the outside edge of the end piece. Take 
the pilaster shaft and fasten to the casing and end piece, leaving 
a 3 3 /a" margin from the outside edge. Turn the fluted or plain 
side of the pilaster out by referring to the illustrations of en- 
trance designs. Pilaster caps can now be installed. 

The entrance head should be placed on pilaster caps and the 
ends should line up with the outside edge of the pilasters. 

Apply the moulding on the surface of the casing, cutting it to 
length for IV2" margin from the inside edge of the side and 
head casings. 

EXCEPTIONS 

For 3-0" x 6-8" Door Opening 

Follow the above instructions for a 3'-0" x 7'-0" door opening EXCEPT CUT OFF 4" in the 
length of all vertical pieces— side casings, end pieces, pilaster shafts and ornamental 
moulding. 

For 2-8" x 6-8" Door Opening 

Carry out the instructions for a 3'-0" x 7'-0" door opening with the following exceptions: 

Place a (2" x l!/ 8 ") filler strip around the door opening on the jambs, allowing a W 
reveal. In reducing door width in frame, leave sill lug on outside at least 3'/i" past face 
of jamb to receive mould. 

Cut off 2" in the length of all vertical pieces— side casings, end pieces, pilaster shafts and 
ornamental moulding. Apply moulding over [oint between casings and filler strips. 
NOTICE! Wood sill is omitted on all entrances used in building of brick-veneered or solid 
masonry.
